Romney gains ground on 
Obama after strong debate 


WASHINGTON - Republican 
presidential challenger Mitt 
Romney gained ground on 
Democratic President Barack 
Obama after a strong perform¬ 
ance in their first debate head¬ 
ing into the November 6 
election, according to a 
Reuters/Ipsos poll taken after 
their prime-time face-off 
Romney is now viewed 
positively by 51 percent of vot¬ 
ers, the first time he has en¬ 
joyed a net positive in the U.S. 
presidential race, the poll 
found. Obama's favorability 
rating remained unchanged at 
56 percent, according to the 


poll. 

Romney moved ahead of 
the president on several core 
issues after Wednesday's de¬ 
bate, which was widely seen as 
a victory for the Republican 
candidate. 

Voters now see Romney as 
a better bet to boost the econ¬ 
omy, spur job creation and 
manage the budget deficit, the 
poll found. He narrowed 
Obama's advantage on taxes, 
the Social Security retirement 
program and the Medicare 
health insurance program for 
the elderly and disabled.

They have just completed or in 
the process preparing their the¬ 
sis for their Bachelors or Mas¬ 
ters Degrees and have selected 
studies of subjects that could 
have immeasurable impact 
Aruba, advancing the agenda 
of a fossil fuel free and ecolo¬ 
gically protected homeland. 

Frangielle Amis Lacle just 
completed her Masters in En¬ 
vironment and Resource Ma¬ 
nagement at the Vrije 
University in Amsterdam. The 
program focused on the under¬ 
standing the socio-economic 
aspects of human intervention 


on the planet. Issues addressed 
include energy security, food 
security, climate change, bio¬ 
diversity loss and beyond. 

Frangielle studied the situa¬ 
tions from Sweden to Sub Sa¬ 
hara Africa; from a similar 
ambition where achieving fos¬ 
sil fuel freedom is a plan, to a 
place of complete energy po¬ 
verty. Her Masters thesis was 
based on a study she conducted 
on Aruba’s sister island of 
Bonaire, which became part of 
a larger study, “What is 
Bonaire’s Nature Worth?”

Biodiversity” study for the 
Dutch Caribbean, being con¬ 
ducted for the Dutch Minister 
of Economic Affairs, Agricul¬ 
ture and Innovation. Her study 
prompted a similar project on 
the other BES islands. She now 
works in the Netherlands for an 
international consultancy 
called NewForesight; their pur¬ 
pose is to turn current markets 
into sustainable markets. 

Javier Sint Yago, an avid 
windsurfer, studied and 
worked with Prof. Dr. Wubbo 
Ockels at TU Delft. He will 
join him next year in the three- 
month journey of bringing the 
doctor’s famous Elocution 
sailboat, which runs entirely 
on renewable energy, to Aruba.

Javier is studying Electrical 
Engineering, and is part of the 
Nuon Solar Team, building the 
next generation of solar car, 
Nuna 7. He shared his experi¬ 
ence of participating in one of 
the famous races for such cars 
that are held annually in Aus¬ 
tralia; a course of over 3000 
miles through the most grue¬ 
ling conditions of the Aus¬ 
tralian Outback. They won 
second place, well ahead of the 
rest and he hopes to see them 
win next year. 

Javier is also part of Dr. 
Ockel’s electric bus project. 
Once back on Aruba, he plans, 
for his Masters thesis, to de¬ 
velop an efficient model of 
Aruba’s electrical network “to 
stimulate the penetration of re¬ 
newable energy sources and 
possible storage systems. The 
challenge is to find a good ba¬ 
lance between the complexity 
of the model and its accuracy, 
for which validation of the 
model will play a key role. The 
model should serve as a tool to 
help evaluate the future inte¬ 
gration of different kinds of re¬ 
newable energy technologies.” 

Bryan Franca explained 
how he became fascinated 
with the necessity of more ef¬ 
ficient harnessing of wind en¬ 
ergy. He attained his Bachelors 
in Aerospace Engineering 
from TU Delft and is working 
with the Kite Power Research 
Group of the university, part of 
ASSET, under Dr. Ockels. 
Studying the output of stan¬ 
dard wind turbines now being 
deployed, they found that only 
25% of the actual equipment, 
the very outer points of the 
blades, actually produced en¬ 
ergy. They found it a simple 
matter to minimize the neces¬ 
sary equipment and eliminate 
the space and expense of the 
superfluous. The system works 
by substituting the fastest wind 
harnessing gear known to man, 
the parachute type kites used

by kite surfers. 

Bryan’s video demonstrated 
the equipment they are very 
close perfecting, which de¬ 
ploys a parachute kite rotating 
in a figure-8 pattern, at much 
higher altitudes than wind tur¬ 
bines. These altitudes have 
more constant winds of con¬ 
siderably greater velocity. 
There are several advantages 
to this new system in cost of 
production and efficiency of 
use, and most importantly, re¬ 
liable and steady energy out¬ 
put. More information can be 
obtained at www.kitepower.eu. 
Bryan’s stated ambition is to 
see this system deployed on 
Aruba for cheap, reliable, re¬ 
newable energy. 

Finally, Diego Acevedo 
took the podium. He is cur¬ 
rently working towards his 
Masters at TU Delft, after ob¬ 
taining his Bachelors in Me¬ 
chanical Engineering Summa 
Cum Laude. His focus is a re¬ 
source Aruba is ideally situated 
to harness, the surrounding 
tropical seas. He works with a 
company called Bluerise, 
which has made great advances 
in Ocean Thermal Technolo¬ 
gies, (OTEC) particularly 
aimed at using the great tem¬ 
perature difference between 
deep sea and surface waters, a 
condition existing only within 
20 degrees of the equator.

With the completion of the final 
mission to the HST, Dr. Cheung 
and team members have moved 
on to head a new division de¬ 
veloping robotics, dedicated to 
in-space repair of equipment. 
Their inventions will increase 
satellite life and save millions 
of dollars in replacing them, al¬ 
lowing many more years of use. 
He returns to Aruba at least 
once a year to visit family and 


friends, and has frequently con¬ 
ducted free lectures on the work 
of NASA and the HST during 
his visits. In 2010 he received 
the rare honor of being dubbed 
Knight of the Royal Order of 
the Netherlands Lion. 

Dr. Cheung has been an in¬

During the 2011 con¬ 
ference, the new TNO/Euro 
House building was opened, 
bearing the name Dr. Edward 
Cheung Center for Innovation.

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Romney to hit Obama on foreign 
policy Monday 


Turkish parliament 
against Syria 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Re¬ 
publican White House hopeful 
Mitt Romney will address for¬ 
eign policy and national secu¬ 
rity in a major speech Monday 
in the key electoral battle¬ 
ground of Virginia, his cam¬ 
paign said. 

A Romney spokesperson 
told AFP yesterday that the ad¬ 
dress will take place at the Vir¬ 
ginia Military Institute (VMI), 
one of the nation's oldest mili¬ 
tary colleges. 

Romney reinvigorated his 
flagging campaign with a com¬ 
mand performance in Wednes¬ 
day's first presidential debate, 
aggressively challenging 
Barack Obama on his eco¬ 
nomic record, health care re¬ 
form and the national debt. 

The VMI appearance will 
take place a few weeks before 
the foreign policy-themed third 
debate, and just ahead of the 
vice presidential showdown 
between Romney's running 
mate Paul Ryan and Vice Pres¬ 
ident Joe Biden. 

The Romney team senses a 
clear opening against Obama 
in the wake of simmering in¬ 
ternational developments, pri¬ 
marily in Libya. 

In an advisory later yester¬ 
day announcing the VMI 
speech, the campaign said 
Romney "will offer a stark 
contrast between his vision for 
a strong foreign policy and the 
failed record of President 
Obama. 

"Where President Obama 
has shown weakness, a Rom¬ 
ney administration will de¬ 
monstrate strength and re¬ 
solve," the campaign said. 


"Where President Obama 
has shown equivocation, a 
Romney administration will 
demonstrate clarity and never 
hesitate to speak out for Amer¬ 
ican values." 

Republicans are hounding 
Obama over the assault on the 
US consulate in Benghazi on 
September 11 which killed the 
US ambassador and spurred 
contradictory and shifting ex¬ 
planations from the adminis¬ 
tration. 

Romney is holding up 
Libya as the inevitable result 
of a feckless foreign policy 
that has left America on its 
knees. 

"Our values have been mis¬ 
applied and misunderstood — 
by a president who thinks that 
weakness will win favor with 
our adversaries," he wrote re¬ 
cently in the Wall Street Jour¬ 
nal. 

But the Obama campaign 
has indicated it is only to 
happy to wage this election on 
foreign policy territory, and a 
full bore Romney assault poses 
risks as polls show the public 


backs the president's leader¬ 
ship abroad. 

Aides tout the president's 
achievements in ending the 
Iraq war, winding up the 
Afghan conflict, killing Osama 
bin Laden, hammering Al- 
Qaeda and "rebalancing" US 
foreign policy toward emer¬ 
ging Asia. 

They also believe Romney's 
clumsy first intervention into 
the recent Middle East crisis, 
railing at the administration 
while the US consulate in 
Libya was under attack, deval¬ 
ues his argument. 

And they gleefully recount 
the Republican presidential 
nominee's gaffe-strewn foreign 
tour in July as a sign of the er¬ 
ratic and incoherent worldview 
of a man not fit to be com- 
mander-in-chief. 

Obama had a slim lead over 
Romney in opinion polls going 
into Wednesday night's debate. 
The Republican challenger is 
hoping his strong performance 
will have made inroads in key 
swing states where he trails the 
president. 


General: US needs offensive 
weapons in cyberwar 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States needs to develop 
offensive weapons in cyber¬ 
space as part of its effort to pro¬ 
tect the nation from cyber 
attacks, a senior military offi¬ 
cial said yesterday. 

"If your defense is only to 
try to block attacks you can 
never be successful," General 


authorises military action 


Keith Alexander, director of the 
National Security Agency and 
commander of the US Cyber 
Command, told a Washington 
symposium.

AKCAKALE (AFP) 
Turkey's parliament yesterday 
authorised military action 
against Syria but insisted it 
was not a war mandate follow¬ 
ing deadly cross-border fire 
that sent tensions soaring. 

The vote came as Turkish 
artillery hit targets inside Syria 
in retaliation for the shelling 
that killed five Turkish natio¬ 
nals a day earlier in the border 
town of Akcakale. 

Prime Minister Recep 
Tayyip Erdogan later stressed 
Turkey has no intention of 
going to war with Syria, but 
said it would always defend its 
borders and its citizens. 

"No country should dare 
test our determination on that," 
Erdogan said. 

Turkey said Syria had apo¬ 


logised and vowed such an in¬ 
cident would not happen again. 

UN chief Ban Ki-moon 
urged "maximum restraint", 
and Western powers as well as 
Syria allies China and Iran is¬ 
sued similar appeals. 

The United States said 
Turkey had taken "appropri¬ 
ate" and "proportional" action 
in firing back at Syria, but said 
tensions must not to escalate. 

Turkey's retaliatory strikes 
were "designed to strengthen 
the deterrent effect, so that 
these kinds of things don't hap¬ 
pen again, and it was propor¬ 
tional," State Department 
spokes-woman Victoria Nu- 
land said. 

In Ankara, parliament met 
behind closed doors in an 
emergency morning session 


and agreed to the government's 
request to authorise military 
operations inside Syria. 

The year-long mandate re¬ 
ceived 320 votes in the 550- 
seat parliament. 

"Our soil has been the tar¬ 
get of aggressive actions by the 
Syrian Arab Republic Armed 
Forces since September 20, 
and they continued despite our 
numerous warnings and diplo¬ 
matic initiatives," the cabinet 
motion stated. 

"A need has emerged to 
take necessary measures and to 
act in haste and in time in the 
face of additional risks and 
threats that may be directed 
against our country." 

Security sources told AFP 
that Turkish shelling continued 
sporadically throughout the 


night until 0600 GMT Thurs¬ 
day. 

But the shelling could re¬ 
sume if necessary, a Turkish 
official warned. 

The Turkish action in Syria 
was similar to the bombing 
raids that the army regularly 
carries out against suspected 
Kurdish rebel bases in neigh¬ 
bouring Iraq. 

Damascus's close ally Rus¬ 
sia said Syria had acknow¬ 
ledged the deadly shelling was 
"a tragic accident". 

Almost 1,000 mostly left- 
wing peace protesters gathered 
in Istanbul's Taksim square 
yesterday evening, chanting 
slogans against the govern¬ 
ment for the mandate they 
branded a tool for "an imperi¬ 
alist war" against Syria.

PBS hits back at Romney 
over funding threat 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - PBS 
hit back at Mitt Romney yes¬ 
terday after the Republican 
contender vowed to end fed¬ 
eral funding for the US public 
television network if he wins 
the White House. 

In a statement, PBS — 
which airs such programming 
as "Downton Abbey" and 
"Sesame Street" without com¬ 
mercials — said it was "very 
disappointed" by Romney’s 
threat, made during his debate 
with President Barack Obama. 

"Governor Romney does 
not understand the value the 
American people place on 
public broadcasting and the 
outstanding return on invest¬ 
ment the system delivers to our 
nation," it said. 

Romney turned on PBS — 
whose veteran news anchor 
Jim Lehrer moderated Wed¬ 
nesday’s debate - as he spelled 
out how he intended to slash 
the US government’s trillion- 


dollar deficit. 

"I like PBS. I like Big 
Bird," said Romney, dropping 
the name of the leggy yellow 
character who teaches the al¬ 
phabet on "Sesame Street," 
(but) "I'm sorry, Jim. I'm gonna 
stop the subsidy to PBS." 

PBS said the "federal in¬ 
vestment" in public broadcast¬ 
ing equals only "about one 
one-hundredth of one percent 
of the federal budget." 

It gave no dollar figure, but 
according to other sources, PBS 
received $445.5 million from 
Washington this year. That 
compares to $20 billion in sub¬ 
sidies to US farmers and $707.5 
billion for the US military. 

Romney's reference to Big 
Bird triggered a torrent of sar¬ 
castic remarks on Twitter, 
while a picture of the goofy 
character — sitting on a brown- 
stone stoop with a cardboard 
"Will work for food" sign — 
went viral on the Internet. 


Tutu wins ‘one-off’ Mo 
Ibrahim award 



JOHANNESBURG- South African Archbishop Desmond 
Tutu yesterday was awarded a one-off million-dollar prize 
by the Mo Ibrahim foundation that promotes good gov¬ 
ernance on the continent. Sudanese-born billionaire Mo 
Ibrahim said the special civil society prize was in recog¬ 
nition of Tutu’s “lifelong commitment to speaking truth 
to power. ” He said the award was not designed to replace 
his annual excellence in African leadership prize, given 
to former heads of state who step down after a tenure 
that respected their country’s constitution.Tutu, who 
turns 81 on Sunday responded modestly to the news of 
being awarded the prize, saying he had been very fortu¬ 
nate throughout his life to be surrounded by people of 
the highest caliber, including his wife Leah. (AFP) 
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Nuclear safety upgrade needed 
'nearly everywhere' in Europe 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - Immedi¬ 
ate safety upgrades costing bil¬ 
lions of euros (dollars) are 
needed in nuclear power plants 
"nearly everywhere" in Europe, 
according to the results of EU 
"stress tests" released yester¬ 
day. 

Ordered in the aftermath of 
Japan's Fukushima disaster in 
March last year, the Europe¬ 
wide tests overall showed "sa¬ 
tisfactory" safety, with no need 
for the immediate closure of a 
single European Union reactor, 
the bloc's Energy Commis¬ 
sioner Guenther Oettinger said. 

"However nearly every¬ 
where there is a major potential 
for improvement," he said at a 
news conference. "There is no 
reason for us to be compla¬ 
cent." 

Saying many of the EU's 
132 reactors failed even to 
meet international safety stan¬ 
dards, Oettinger confirmed 
leaked reports that bringing 
plants up to scratch could cost 
anywhere between 10 billion 
and 25 billion euros ($13 bil- 
lion-$32 billion). 

The stress tests, the com¬ 
missioner added, were "not a 
blank cheque" but "an incite¬ 
ment to action" to ensure the 


highest possible standards are 
applied soon. 

"We would expect these 
steps to be taken immediately," 
he said as he urged govern¬ 
ments to draw up timetables for 
action by year's end, with Brus¬ 
sels to review in June 2014 
whether plants have been up¬ 
graded by then in line with 
safety requirements. 

Oettinger also said he hoped 
to strengthen Brussels' say in 
the future on nuclear safety is¬ 
sues by tightening up existing 
rules next year while also call¬ 
ing for compulsory civil liabil¬ 
ity insurance. 

With 111 European reactors 
located in built-up areas — that 
is, with more than 100,000 
people living within 30 kilome¬ 
tres — Oettinger recognised that 
a next step would be to also 
evaluate risks to populations. 

The stress tests, carried out 
in 15 EU states plus neighbour¬ 
ing Switzerland and the 
Ukraine, aimed to establish 
whether plants could resist ex¬ 
treme natural disasters such as 
earthquakes and flooding, as 
well as airplane crashes. 

They found that seismic in¬ 
struments were either lacking 
or needed improvement in 121 


reactors. 

At 81 of the sites checked, 
equipment for use in the case of 
severe accidents was not stored 
in a protected place where it 
would be quickly available in 
case of a disaster. 

Some 32 reactors — or 22 
percent of the total — were not 
equipped with systems en¬ 
abling the reactor to be safely 
depressurised in case of an ac¬ 
cident. 

Looking at risks from 
quakes and flooding, the tests 
found that more than a third of 
the reactors, 54, did not use 
modem standards to calculate 
risks of tremors and more than 
40 percent lacked updated de¬ 
vices to measure the risk of 
floods. 

The situation also differed 
from one country to the next. 

The French plants were 
equipped with hydrogen "re¬ 
combiners" to prevent hydro¬ 
gen gas explosions, but this 
was not the case at 10 British 
plants and in five of the six 
Spanish ones. 

The 12 German plants on 
the other hand were slammed 
for failing to fully implement 
"severe accident management 
guidelines."

NASHVILLE, Tennesse- A 
rare form of meningitis has left 
four people dead and sickened 
22 others, NBC News reports. 

All received steroid injec¬ 
tions, mostly for back pain, a 


fairly typical treatment. The 
drug was made by a specialty 
pharmacy in Massachusetts 
that issued a recall last week 
and has shut down operations. 

The type of meningitis in¬ 


volved is not contagious like 
the more common forms. This 
type is caused by a fungus 
often found in leaf mold and 
which health officials suspect 
may have been in the steroid. 

Meningitis is an inflamma¬ 
tion of the lining of the brain 
and spinal cord. Symptoms in¬ 
clude severe and worsening 
headache, nausea, dizziness 
and fever. Some of the patients 
also experienced slurred 
speech, and difficulty walking 
and urinating, Tennessee 
health officials said. 

Federal health officials fear 
the number of cases will in¬ 
crease. 

The Nashville facility con¬ 
tacted more than 700 patients 
who had spinal steroid injec¬ 
tions between July 30 and 
September 20. 


GENEVA (AFP) - A huge vac¬ 
cination campaign to protect 
50 million people against 
meningitis has been launched 
in seven African countries 
aiming to stamp out the deadly 
virus, health officials said 
Thursday.

are to get the jabs to ensure "a 
dramatic impact across the 
continent," said Seth Berkley, 
managing director of GAVI 
(Global Alliance for Vaccines 
and Immunisation), the group 
backed by Microsoft tycoon 
Bill Gates. 

Meningitis can kill within 
48 hours and cause brain dam¬ 
age, hearing loss or learning 
difficulties in 20 percent of 
sufferers, GAVI said. 

The three-month project, 
due to run until the end of the 
year, is part of a wider plan to 
cover 26 African countries. 

The aim is to cover every¬ 
one from babies to young 
adults up to age 29, GAVI said 
in a statement. It also said it 
plans to immunise around 250 
million children by 2015 for a 
range of illnesses and prevent 
more than 3.9 million deaths. 

In total, GAVI's remit cov¬ 
ers 73 countries. 

Working with pharmaceuti¬ 
cal companies and public part¬ 
ners, GAVI also helped 
develop a new vaccine — HPV 
— against cervical cancer 
which causes 275,000 deaths a 
year, one of the largest killers 
of women in the developed 
world, Berkley said. 


The declaration followed 
the end of the 42-day surveil¬ 
lance period mandated by the 
World Health Organisation 
during which no new cases 
were reported. 

Health officials welcomed 
the announcement and called 
on any travel restrictions on 
Ugandans to be lifted. 

"Since the country is free of 
Ebola, we appeal to all coun¬ 
tries with travel bans on 
Uganda to lift them to enable 
free movement of our people," 
said Sarah Acheng, state health 
minister. 

Ebola broke out in early 
July in Uganda's western 
Kibale district, some 200 kilo¬ 
metres (120 miles) from Kam¬ 
pala, and around 50 kilometres 
(30 miles) from the border 
with the Democratic Republic 
of Congo. 

Ebola, which spreads by di¬ 
rect contact with the blood or 
other body fluids of infected 
persons, is fatal in about 50 to 
90 percent of cases, with vic¬ 
tims bleeding from body ori¬ 
fices before dying in the most 
severe instances. 

The rare haemorrhagic dis¬ 
ease, named after a small river 
in DR Congo, killed 37 people 
in western Uganda in 2007 and 
at least 170 in the north of the 
country in 2000. 

Since the latest outbreak in 
Uganda, at least 36 people 
have meanwhile died of a dif¬ 
ferent strain of Ebola in neigh¬ 
bouring DR Congo, according 
to the WHO.

Facebook hits one billion users 


Monetary Policy of the 
Aruba Central Bank 


ORANJESTAD - During its 
meeting of September 10, 
2012, the Monetary Policy 
Committee (MPC)2 of the 
Centrale Bank van Aruba 
(CB A) decided, after review¬ 
ing the most recent economic 
and monetary data, to leave 
the reserve requirement rate 
(11 percent), and the advance 
rate (1 percent) unchanged. 
One of the main considera¬ 
tions for this policy stance is 
that net foreign assets (in¬ 
cluding revaluation differ¬ 
ences of gold and foreign 
exchange holdings), despite a 
13.9 percent decrease in July 
2012 (compared to December 
2011), remained at an ade¬ 
quate level when bench- 
marked against GDP and 
money supply, as well as the 
number of months of current 
account payments covered by 
the net foreign assets. Also, 
the end of period inflation 


rate for July, after peaking in 
August 2011 related to a sig¬ 
nificant upward adjustment 
in gasoline prices, water and 
electricity charges, eased to 
0.4 percent. The 12-month 
average inflation rate stood at 
4.4 percent, driven chiefly by 
the categories “Housing” and 
“Transport”. The end of pe¬ 
riod inflation rate excluding 
the food and energy items 
(the core-inflation) stood at - 
0.7 percent. On the credit 
side, growth in business loans 
strengthened to 5.2 percent 
compared to December 2011. 
Total loans to individuals 
firmed modestly, registering 
an 1.3 percent increase while 
overall domestic credit grew 
by 3.0 percent in July 2012 
compared to December 2011. 

The CB A will continue to 
closely follow the develop¬ 
ments in the economic and 
monetary fundamentals.

“To be able to come into 
work every day and build 
things that help a billion peo¬ 
ple stay connected with the 
people they care about every 
month, that’s just unbelie¬ 
vable,” Zuckerberg said.

Economy minister: Spain does not need

FONDON (AFP) - Spain does 
not need a bailout "at all," its 
economy minister Luis de 
Guindos said in a speech in 
London yesterday as concerns 
swirled around the eurozone’s 
fourth largest economy.

"Spain does not need a 
bailout at all," he said in an ad¬ 
dress at the London School of 
Economics, insisting that 
Spain was "a competitive and 
sustainable country. What we 
are doing is what we think is 
the correct thing not only for 
Spain but for the future of the 
eurozone. 

"We are convinced that we 
will be able to bring investors 
interested on the assets of the 
bad bank," he added. 

De Guindos’ speech was in¬ 
terrupted by a group of young 
protesters who waved placards 
"Spain for sale," and screamed 
"the people are paying the 
price." 

The minister said the "mea¬ 
sures were necessary" to sta¬ 
bilise the Spanish economy 
and return it to growth. 


"We are fully convinced 
that we don’t have another al¬ 
ternative taking considering 
that public deficit of Spain was 
extremely high," he said. 

Prime Minister Mariano 
Rajoy had on Tuesday denied 
Spain was planning to make an 
"imminent" demand for a so¬ 
vereign bailout from the euro¬ 
zone to end its financial crisis, 
but it did little to calm the mar¬ 
kets. 

The conservative leader 
dismissed media reports that 
his government was set to for¬ 
mally request a bailout as soon 
as this weekend. 

Spain is required to make a 
formal demand for help in 
order to trigger the release of 
eurozone rescue funds and 
supportive action by the Euro¬ 
pean Central Bank.

BRASILIA (AFP) - The Brazilian government yesterday an¬ 
nounced fresh tax incentives to spur carmakers to invest in in¬ 
novative technology and more fuel efficient models. 

"We are launching a new system aimed at giving a strong im¬ 
petus to the Brazilian auto industry," Finance Minister Guido 
Mantega told reporters. "The goal is to create jobs and we also 
want the consumer to have a better, more efficient and more 
modern product, cheaper and less polluting."

Sri Lanka beat Pakistan to reach 
World T20 final 


Red Sox axe manager 
Bobby Valentine 


COLOMBO (AFP) - Veteran 
spinner Rangana Herath 
grabbed 3-25 to lift hosts Sri 
Lanka into the World 
Twenty20 final with a 16-run 
victory over Pakistan in 
Colombo on Thursday. 

Sri Lanka, restricted to 139- 
4 after electing to bat, hit back 
to keep Pakistan down to 123- 
7 in a thrilling semi-final be¬ 
fore 35,000 screaming fans at 
the Premadasa stadium. 

Herath, the 34-year-old left- 
arm spinner playing only his 
sixth T20 international, was 
supported by two wickets each 
from seamer Angelo Mathews 
and unorthodox spinner Ajan- 
tha Mendis. 

It was Sri Lanka's second 
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appearance in the World 
Twenty20 final, having lost to 
Pakistan in the 2009 title clash 
at Lord's. 

It was also the first time in 
four editions of the tournament 
that began in 2007 that a host 
country had made it past the 
semi-final round. 

Rival captains Mahela 
Jayawardene and Mohammad 


Hafeez top-scored for their 
teams with 42 each, but the 
other batsmen struggled to 
force the pace on a sluggish 
pitch that hampered stroke¬ 
making. 

Australia and the West In¬ 
dies will clash in the second 
semi-final on today. The final 
is scheduled for Sunday.

BOSTON (AFP) - Bobby Valentine has been fired by the 
last place Boston Red Sox, after managing them to their 
worst record in 47 years. The veteran Major League 
Baseball skipper was let go yesterday after just one sea¬ 
son with Boston, who finished last in the American 
League East Division. The Red Sox had 69 wins and 93 
losses, the worst for the storied franchise since a 62-100 
mark in 1965. Valentine had one year remaining on the 
contract he signed last year. Before he took the position 
with the Red Sox, Valentine hadn't managed in the ma¬ 
jors since 2002. After the team's meltdown last Septem¬ 
ber, in which a 7-20 record denied the team a playoff 
spot, the Red Sox let go Terry Francona, then hired 
Valentine hoping that he would be able to turn the team 
around. 
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Miguel Cabrera wins 
the Triple Crown 



KANSAS CITY - In Miguel 
Cabrera’s brilliant 10-year 
career, he already had en¬ 
joyed seasons during which 
he led the American League 
in batting average (2011), 
home runs (2008) and RBIs 
(2010). 

But never had he led all 
three categories in the same 
year. Until 2012. 

Wednesday night at 
Kauffman Stadium, Cabrera 
became the 12th major lea¬ 
guer since 1900 and the first 
since Carl Yastrzemski in 
1967 to win baseball’s Triple 
Crown. Cabrera, a 29-year- 
old from Venezuela, is the 
first player born outside of 
the U.S. to accomplish the 
elusive feat in the modern 
era. 

Cabrera flew out and 
struck out before departing in 
the fourth inning of the De¬ 
troit Tigers’ 1-0 victory over 
the Kansas City Royals, but 
what he did on this night in 
front of an appreciative 


crowd of 30,383 hardly mat¬ 
tered. He essentially wrapped 
up his place in the record 
book Monday night when he 
went 4-for-5 and hit his 44th 
homer to break a tie with 
Josh Hamilton. 

Cabrera’s final line: .330, 
44 homers and 139 RBIs. 
The homers and RBIs are ca¬ 
reer-bests; twice he has fin¬ 
ished with a higher average, 
including last season when he 
led the AL with a career-best 
.344. 

The list of Triple Crown 
winners since 1900 says 
much about the magnitude of 
the achievement. It includes 
some of the greatest names in 
the game’s history: Ted 
Williams, Ty Cobb, Lou 
Gehrig, Rogers Hornsby, 
Jimmie Foxx, Nap Lajoie, 
Frank Robinson, Mickey 
Mantle, Joe Medwick, Chuck 
Klein and Yastrzemski. All 
are Hall of Famers. Only 
Williams and Hornsby won 
the Triple Crown twice. 


Yankees win AL East 
with 14-2 blowout of 
Boston Red 



NEW YORK - It took the full 
162-game schedule, but the 
Yankees are finally American 
League East champions. 

The Bombers clinched 
their third consecutive divi¬ 
sion title with a 14-2 beating 
of the Red Sox on the last day 
of the season, locking up 
home-field advantage 

through the first two rounds 


of the postseason with their 
most lopsided win of the sea¬ 
son. 

The Yankees will get to 
rest for three days before 
opening their ALDS on Sun¬ 
day in either Baltimore or 
Texas. The Orioles and 
Rangers will play their one- 
game wild card playoff today 
at 8:37 p.m. in Arlington.

Federer targeted by Chinese death threat 

SHANGHA (AFP) - Shanghai Masters organisers have tightened security around Roger 
Federer after the top-ranked men's tennis player was targeted by an online death threat. 
Extra precautions for Federer, who has arrived in Shanghai with his family, were taken 
after an unknown blogger said he planned to "assassinate" the player, in a bizarre post¬ 
ing on a popular Chinese website. The user also posted a doctored image showing a 
decapitated Federer on his knees on a tennis court, with a masked executioner dressed 
in black and holding an axe posing next to him. Police and other government agencies 
have been contacted to increase security around Federer, an official with the tourna¬ 
ment's organising committee told the Shanghai Youth Daily. In the 2009 French Open 
final, a fan invaded the court and tried to put a beret on Federer, before being tackled 
by security officials.
